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(57) Claim 

An optical coupling socket comprising coupling 
terminals to which a plurality of integrated circuits having 
at least an electro-optical conversion function (or an opto- 
electrical conversion function) are attached, external 
connection terminal electrically connected to the coupling 
terminals, and an optical waveguide for optically coupling 
the integrated circuits. 
Brief Description of the Drawings 

Fig. 1 is a perspective view of an optical coupling 
socket according to an embodiment of the present invention; 
Fig. 2 is a perspective view of an integrated circuit having 
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an opto-electrical (or electro-optical conversion function) ; 
Fig. 3 is a cross-sectional view showing a mounting example 
using the optical coupling socket; Fig. 4 is a cross- 
sectional view of an optical transmission substrate having 
an optical waveguide having a reflective layer; and Fig. 5 
is a perspective view showing a mounting state using an 
optical coupling socket of the present invention that has an 
optical waveguide including a branching section and a curved 
section.
